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The present Application was unintentionally abandoned for failure to timely 
pay the required issue fee and publication fee within three (3) months from the 
mailing date (October 16, 2006) of the Notice of Allowance and Issue Fee Due. 
Applicants petition herein for revival of this application. 
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Remarks 

A Notice of Allowance and Issue Fee Due was mailed to Applicants' Post 
Office Box on October 16, 2006. An error (likely a billing and/or billing 
notification error) associated with the Post Office Box apparently occurred, which 
caused the Post Office Box to be closed and the Notice of Allowance and Issue Fee 
Due to thus be returned to the Patent and Trademark Office as "undeliverable".

Applicants hereby file this Petition Under 37 C.F.R. § 1.137(b) for Revival of an 
Application for Patent Abandoned Unintentionally (Large Entity) with the Petition 
Fee of $1,500 (as set forth in § 1.1 7(m)), the Issue Fee of $1,400, and the 
Publication Fee of $300. 
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Conclusion 

For the foregoing reasons, Applicants maintain that the present Application 
was unintentionally abandoned and respectfully request revival of the same. 
Applicants authorize herein the charging of the required fees in accordance with 37 
C.F.R. § 1.17 (m) (Large Entity) to the deposit account referenced below.
